Hectic consultations to get

The political-comumittee talks are 
expected to set the guidelines for the 
parallel committee, which 
on Thursday put off further meetings 
indefinitely, after a brief session in 
Cairo.

son. No Napoleon — and no 
Churchill. The point is important, 
because it means that his peace in- 
itiative need not be seen as one 
man's mania, that will die if he dies. 
Rather it is the authentic expression 
of his country's political and, 
perhaps even more important, 
economic need, and can live on after 
him. 

In the same way, the terms he is 
setting are not his mere personal 
caprice. They are, in broad strokes, 
what Egypt can objectively offer, 
given the leadership role in the Arab 
world which her size and pride and 
history endow her with. 

These are the terms, this is the 
country, and this is the man, to 


which Israel must address herself — 


now.

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New civilian settlement 
revealed in Rafiah area

- Jerusalem Post Reporter 
KFAR DAROM. — This former 
Nahal outpost and pre-1548 settle- 
ment — about halfway between Gaza 
and Yaynit — was quietly transform- 
ed into a civilian settlement 
sometime during the last few weeks. 

The fact emerged when 2 couple, 
formerly of Beersheba and now of 
Kfar Darom, announced the birth of 
thelr fourth child. The family of 
Tova and Shmvel Finkelstein are 
among the civilians who moved in 
when the army handed the settle- 
ment over. 

The brit mila which is to take place 
this morning is reportedly the first in 
the Gaza Strip aince Bfar Darom 
was captured by Egyptians in the 
War of independence 80 years ago. 

‘The re-established Kfar Darom is 
the 14th Jewish civilian settlement in 
the area defined by the Jewish = 
ey as the Southern Project. It pushes 
the Jewish settlement line about five 
kilometres above Moshav Netzer 
Hazani, (near Khan Yunis) formerly 
the northernmost point of civilian 
Jewish settlement in the Strip. 


There are a few dozen children 
living on this religious settlement, 
some of whose members have heen 
associated with Gush Emunim. 
Moshav residents claim that they 
don't have enougs farmland for open 
field agricuiture, so greenhouse far- ' 
ming will be encouraged. 

Kfar Darom was one of the 11 
settlements established on the eve of: 
‘Yom Kippur in 1946, and was at that 
time associated with Hapoel 
Hamizrahi. 


Meanwhile at Yamit yesterday 
thousands of Israelis came to a sun- 
uy beach for what some called “their 
last look.” 

‘The beach parking lot, normally 
empty on a winter Saturday, was full 
of cars, many from Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem. 

Visitors seemed to be fmpressed 
by the decidedly good bumour of 
local residents, having thought that 
they would be packing their bags and 
getting ready to move out. "It would 
be hard to give a place like. this 
back," said a grandmother from 
Netanya visiting her granddaughter 
here yesterday.

HAIFA. — The Histadrut will fight 
the government's national health in- 
surance bill because it is ‘politically 
motivated” and ignores the true 
medical needs of the people, Kupat 
. Holim director Haim ‘Doren and 
Haifa Labour Council secretary 
Moshe Wertman stated on Friday. 

“The bill méans the nationaliza- 
tion of Kupat Holim, in which 70 per 
cent of the population are 
It is an attempt to hit the Histadrut, 
which wil! have to take up the fight," 
Wertman said at the Council's 
monthly Friday morning forum. 


The national health service repart 
of the Sohar Committee hag not yet 
been published, but its gist has been 
leaked, Doron said, Kupat Holim had 


not been represented on the com-- 


mittee, he said, on the dubious 

that the committee was 
“technical” and that.public debate 
was yet to come.. Worse still, he 
charged, not one person on the com- 
mittee wag himself involved in 
public health services. 

“What are the true priorities of 
public needs? The top problem, in 
my view, is the growing alienation of 
the public health worker from his 
task...,"" Doron said. 

Kupat Holim has begun to 
reorganize and streamline its 
hospital services, Doron said. It has 
shortened both waiting periods for 
admission and hospitalization 
periods by providing more medical 
care at the patients’ home, day-time 


hospital beds, and outpatient clinics. 
Saying that ag of April 1, a hospital 
bed will cost IL1,100 a day, he 
declared: ‘When money is short 
everywhere in the government, 
there (5 no more sacred duty than to 
make hospital services more ef- 
ficient. ‘Yet only Kupat.Holim haa. 
done this so far," Doron claimed, 
Kupat Holim was obliged to pay tens ~ 
of millions. ἐπ. hospital charges 
without getting ἃ proper account 
from the Health Ministry, he said. 
The matter hes been turned over to 
-the State Controller, 

Doron claimed further that Kupat 
Holim had proposed hospital ser- 
vices on a regional baals, ‘but the 
national hospital authority which 
should deal with this is not meeting.” 
Official policy called for population 
dispersal, but no regional health ser- 
vices are being created and Kupat 
Holim alone bore the brunt, he said. 

The government had asked Kupat 
Holim for data, and received them, 
but delayed giving an answer on 
regional services, Doron said. When 
pressed for one, the ministry, he 
said, had stated that it was 
negotiating with the medical 
association on one. But the IMA had 
denied that. 

“The Health Ministry's com- 
mitteea have been unable to bring 
one volunteer to Yeroham,"’ Doron 
charged. "Do we need an experts’ 
committee to find ont what must be 
done? We have here sheer in- 
competence. And providing a 
national health service has nothing 
to do with it,” he charged. 


Defector ‘to Iraq says ;

His father, Haim David 
Rosenstein, an educator and Zionist, 
was a contributor to the first Hebrew 
newspaper, “Hamelitz." After im- 
migrating to Israel in 1925, Even- 
Shoshan studied for three years in 
David Yellin’s teachers seminary.

The tours — a week in Egypt and 
week in Israel — are to be sold to 
U.S, servicemen stationed in Ger- 
many and their dependents. Egyp-

Present plans call for the trip from 
Egypt te Israel or vice versa to go by 
way of Cyprus, but the organizers 
hope that with friendlier ties, a 
direct flight between the two coun- 
tries can be arranged. 

Work on the joint tour begax short- 
ly after Egyptian President Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem, when the Israeli 
company put out its first feelers. At 
first Kopel] planned to send an of- 
ficial holding foreign citizenship to 
represent it in Cairo. Later, 
however, the company realized that 
the talks could take place in 
Frankfurt. 

Kopel's spokesman noted that the 
plan has the full approval! of the 
Foreign Ministry and the Ministry of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism.

The advertisement for the 
necklace, for example, promises 
“happiness, success and tran- 
quillity."" The ad further states that 
the. necklace can change the most 
humdrum life to one ‘‘bubbling with 
happiness.”" 

The catalyst behind all this hap- 


‘piness is a ‘selection of the best 


magnetized metals" which transmit 
magnetic waves. These in turn are 
said to create a magnetic field 
around the body. ‘"You are thus able 
to keep away the negative influences 
and attract the good ones...,"" the ad 
claims. ᾿ ᾿ 

The necklace and bracelet are no 
strangers to Horowitz. In 1972, 
someone began importing bracelets 
and advertising their alleged 
medical virtues, he said. 

But the newspapers stopped carry- 
ing that advertisement when 
Horowitz presented them with infor- 
mation from American authorities 


. Proving that magnetism has no 


therapeutic benefits. 

This time Horowitz is having a 
hard time convincing newspapera 
not to carry the advertisement since 
all health references have been 
removed. 

The advertisement is clearly not in

The state attorney's office appeal- 
ed against the leniency of the 
sentences, noting that they were con- 
siderably lighter than sentences 
passed for similar offences in the

general share index dropped 2.27 per 
cent on Thursday, to 112.24. The ac- 
tion came during a very active ses- 
sion, when more than IL100m.

Technical analysta of price 
movements were quick to point out 
that the high trading volume, com- 
ing on the heels of sessions where an 
average of IL35m. was traded. 
augured well for the future and in- 


dicated either a stabilization of 
prices or a new besis for an im- 
proved market. Yet almost all in- 
vestment advisers are preaching a 
policy of caution and selectivity in 
the choice of shares. 

On the positive side, we are enter- 
ing a period where the commercial 
banks will table thelr annual 
statements, No one doubts that the 
results will be impressive.

‘Vintage year for dividends’ 


NEW YORK (AP). — Sweetening 
the many disappointments in the 
past year's stock market has been at 
least one consolation prize for 
income-conscious Investors — a 
record number of dividend in- 
creases. 

In a preliminary tally for 1977, 
Standard and Poor's Corp. counted 
2.978 dividend increases, 13.5 per 
cent more than the previous peak of 
2,624 the year before. 

That trend helped to produce a 14.8 
per cent gain last year in over-all 
dividends paid by companies includ- 
ed in S and P's composite index of 
500 stocks, after a 10.1 per cent rise 
in 1976. 

“Dividends generally have been 
rising at rates unparalleled in over a 
quarter-century,’’ S and P said in a 
recent report. "Not since 1949 and 
1950 had disbursements increased at 
double-digit rates.'"

S. Africa Jews protest pro-PLO shows

JOHANNESBURG. — The South 


| African Zionist Federation is 


protesting to the South African 
Broadcasting Corporation about two 
pro-PLO programmes broadcast at 
peak listening and viewing times on 
local radio and TV networks. 


Both programmes totally ignored 
the Israeli point of view. The radio 
programme was obtained from the 
BBC, which Prof. Marcus Arkin, 
director general of the Zionist 
federation, described as “notorious 
for its lack of objectivitiy in matters 
pertaining to,the Middle East." 


He said the programme was full of 
factual inaccuracies for which there 
could be no excuse — and the SABC 
“simply does not understand" that 
the BBC could be one-sided. 

The TV feature — obtained from 
United Press International — con- 
sisted mainly of interviews with PLO 
spokesmen who advocated force ‘‘to 
regain Palestine." 

Complaints about its obvious bias 
had poured in from all over the coun-- 
try. and Dennis Diamond, executive 
director of the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies, said he had 
watched it ‘‘hypnotized with 
horror.""

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Andreotti preparing for 
fall of Rome government 


ROME (UPI), — Prime Minister 
Giulio Andreotti guided his govern- 
ment towards a finely orchestrated 
collapse vesterday in meetings with 
the leaders of Italy's political par- 
ties. 

Andreotti's Washington-backed 
Minority government is expected to 
fall tomorrow as a result of Com- 
munist Party demands for a bigger 
share of government power. 

Political sources predicted a long. 
drawn-out process of hard bargain- 
ing before 2 solution could be found 
under which a new government — 
Ttaly's 38th since 1944 — could be 
formed. 

Andreotti's meetings with the 
leaders of the nine parties that have 
lent his government direct or in- 
direct support for the past 17 months 
gave the politiclans an opportunity 
to lay out their battle lines. 

The Cornmunist Party, which in 
i876 won 34.5 per cent of the vote to 
38.8 per cent for Andreotti's Chris- 
tian Democrats, are demanding 
cabinct seats in an emergency coali- 


tion set up to fight Italy's rising 
crime. inflation and unemployment. 

The Socialist and Republican par- 
ties are backing the Communist 
demands but the Christian 
Democrats are rejecting the notion 
outright, thus effectively signing the 
government's death warrant. 

The imminent fal! of Andreotti's 
government sparked a concern in 
Washington unparalleled since 1948, 
when the U.5, pumped food aid and 
campaign funds into Italy to help the 
Christian Democrats win a crucial 
election against the Communists, 

In a statement which the Com- 
munists termed ‘'grotesque’’ and the 
Christian Democrats greeted with 


.extreme embarrassment, the U.S. 
‘Btate Department on Thursday’ 


declared ‘‘We do not favour’’ Com- 
munist participation in Italy's 
government. 

Despite Washington's warning, 
most Italian politicians said An- 
dreottl would have to make some 
concessions to the largest Com- 
munist party in the West. 


France going ahead with 
potential n-arsenal for Iraq

WASHINGTON. — French President’ 
Valery Giscard d‘Estaing has 
secretly decided to push ahead with 
the sale of controversial nuclear 
materials to Iraq — a move that 
could upset the delicate balance of 
power in the Middle East. 

This was reported on Thursday by 
syndicated columnist Jack Anderson 
in “The Washington Post." ‘"The 
dea! could result in a nuclear arsenal 
for Iraq within a few years,"' Ander- 
son said, quoting "‘intelligence 
sources of the highest reliability."' 

France and Iraq signed an agree- 
ment in November 1975 calling for 
the French to build a nuclear reac- 
tor, to be used for research purposes 
and fuelled with enriched uranium. 
That reactor, called an ‘Osiris’ 
reactor, is now under construction. 

“The Iraqis also asked the French 
for & two-year supply — some say 70 
to 80 kilograms —- of uranium enrich- 
ed to 93 per cent,” Anderson sald. 
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“This is ‘bomb-quality’ uranium and 
can be used directly in the construc- 
tion of nuclear weapons.” 

“The Iraqis want their uranium 
shipped to them, moreover, while 
the reactor is being built,” Anderson 
added. 


Boumedienne to 
Yugoslavia 


MOSCOW (AP). — Algerian Presi- 
dent Houari Boumedienne left here 
yesterday for Yugoslavia after a 
two-day working visit, the Soviet 
news agency Tass reported. 

The Algerian leader, who supports 
hard-line Arab countries opposing 
the Egyptian-Israell peace in- 
itiative, had visited six Middle East 
countries before coming here.

tremors 


rock quake-prone Japan 


TOKYO 1 AP). — A series of earth- 
quakes rocked Japan yesterday, 
leaving eight persons dead, eight or 
more missing and at least 13 injured. 
police reported. 


The Meteorological Agency said 
nearly 100 tremors were felt across 
the quake-prone island nation from 
Friday afternoon to yesterday after- 
noon. There were 10 major shocks, 
commencing shortly before noon 
yesterday, centred in the Oshima 
Island-Izu Peninsula region about 
120 kms. south of Tokyo. 

The fatallties occurred on the 
peninsula when cars, a bus with 38 
passengers aboard and houses were 
hit by falling boulders and 
rockslides. police said. More than 
700 troops were sent to look for per- 
sons who could have been buried by 
slides. 


Numerous buildings were damag- 
ed on Oshima, with walla cracked 
and ccilings caved in. Electric power 
on the small island was disrupted, 
schools were closed and two airline 


flights from Tokyo were cancelled 
because of cracks In the runway of 
the island's airport. 

The sharpest quake registered 6.4 
on the Richter scale and was felt 
from Hokkaido, Japan's northern- 


most main island, to Shikoku in the - 


far south, officials said. 

In Tokyo, windows and sliding 
doors banged, pictures skewed and 
bottles toppled from shelves. There 
was no major damage reported, but 
70 high-speed trains were halted for 
three hours while tracks and other 
equipment were checked. 

The Meteorological Agency issued 
a tidal-wave warning for the Tokyo- 
Yokohama-Yokosuka coast but 
recalled it after two hours. 

Japan rests on a series of 
geological faults and is hit repeated- 
ly by earthquakes. The worst was in 
1923, when 142,801 died and the 
Tokyo-Yokohama region was 
devastated. In May 1968, a quake 
killed 52 persons in Pacific Coast 
areas of Hokkaido, the highest death 
toll in recent years. 


Four more dead in Rhodesia war 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Rhodesian 
military headquarters said on Fri- 
day that four more men — two white 
Rhodesian soldiers and two black 
nationalist guerrillas — had been 
killed in the five-year-old guerrilla 


. war. 


An official communique said the 
two whites killed were both flight 
sergeants of the Rhodesian air force. 
No other details were given. 

A police spokesman said on Friday 
that a dusk-to-dawn curfew would be 
imposed, effective midnight Satur- 
day, in the Chinamora tribal trust 
land just north of Salisbury. 

“No person is permitted to be 
More than 50 metres from any dwell- 
ing. house, hut or tent between the 
hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m., unless he 
is a member of the security forces of 


Rhodesia or has the written permis- 
sion of the protecting authority," the 
spokesman said, 

On Wednesday, guerrillas killed a 
15-year-old white boy, Colin Tilly, 
three km. north of Salisbury, near 
the area affected by the announced 
curfew. 

In Salisbury, local and foreign 
news representatives met on Friday 
with government officials to discuss 
last week's clampdown on reporting 
war news. 

The effect of the “clampdown Is to 
force reporters to have all reports 
connected with the security situation 
ecnsored and passed by military 
headquarters before they can be 
published. Information about the 
war must come from official govern- 
ment communiques. 


Leftist Beirut dailies bombed 


BEIRUT (AP). — A bomb ripped 
through the offices of a pro-Libyan- 
Beirut newspaper yesterday as a 
new wave of violence swept through 
Lebanon. 

Police said that one reporter was 
killed in the early morning blast that 
caused heavy damage to the offices 
of “Al-Kifah al-Arabi'' in the 
Mostem sector of the capital. 

It was the second attack on a leftist 
publication in Beirut within 12 hours. 
The first caused minor property 


damage to the weekly magazine “Al 
Hadaf," official organ of George 
Habash's Marxist Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP). 

The newspaper blasts followed at- 
tacks on the Egyptian embassy 
made since President Anwar Sadat's 
visit to Jerusalem, The two 
newspapers have. campaigned 
bitterly against Sadat as well as 
against the proposed national 
entente in Lebanon in the wake of the 
19-month civil war. 


Soviets deploying new 
missile in Far East 


TOKYO 1 AP). — A new type Soviet 
air-to-surface missile capable of 
carrying a powerful nuclear 
warhead is being deployed in the 
Soviet Far East, Japan's Defence 
Agency said on Friday. 

The agency said photographs 
taken by Japanese fighter planes 
last month showed a twin-engined 
Soviet bomber identified as a TU-16, 
code-named Badger by NATO. 
carrying an AS-6 ‘'Kingfish” misaile. 
The missile had been reportedly 
deployed in Europe since 1976 but 
appeared for the first time in the Far 
East. 

Some 8.99 metres long, the missile 
is capable of carrying a 250-kiloton 
nuclear warhead, which is ten times 
more powerful than the atomic bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima at the end of 
World War II. the Japanese agency 
said.

— U.S. Energy 
Secretary James Schlesinger met 
here yesterday with Saudi Arabian 
ofl minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani for 
talks on bilateral relations and 
energy-related matters, Saudi 
government sources said.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, who died Friday 
night of cancer aged 66, came from 
humbie origins in a small prairie 
town in South Dakota to the verge of 
the highest office in the U.S. 

But although he was vice president 
for four years under Lyndon Jchn- 
son, he failed three times to achieve 
his greatest ambition’ — to be presi- 
dent, 

Despite his setbacks, Humphrey, 
known as the “happy warrior " of 
U.S. polities, always managed to 
bounce back, and he had faced up to 
hig terminal illness with 
characteristic optimism. 

“Everybody who has cancer gets 
depressed, but you have to fight it," 
he said. ‘“‘Do you know my solution? 
Just work. Work all the time." 

It was this courage which finally 
won over a country which did not 
always appreciate Humphrey's 
liberal philosophies. 

In his 80 years in Washington, 
Humphrey consistently championed 
the cause of the underdogs — the 
blacks, the small: traders, the aged 
and the sick. 

Humphrey, a vibrant extrovert 


who usually wore a broad grin. was 
responsible for introducing more 
than 1,000 billa in the U.S. Senate, 
and he also spent Iong years in quest 
of the presidency. 

In 1960. he was defeated by John F’. 
Kennedy in a bitter primary election 
campaign in West Virginia which 
ended his hopes of getting the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
that year. 

In 1968, he won the nomination, 
and although burdened by the John- 
son administration's Vietnam war 
record, almost transformed a losing 
position for the divided Democrats 
into victory over Republican 
Richard Nixon, 

He was a candidate again in 1972, 
but lost the Democratic nomination 
to George McGovern — a longtime 


_ critic of the Vietnam war. 


Even in 1976 — not long before 
cancer forced him into hospital -- 
Humphrey was tipped as the man 
who might be able to stop Jimmy 
Carter’s ultimately-successful drive 
for the Democratic nomination and 
presidency. 

His gréatest achievements were in 
the fields of disarmament and civil 


and a great friend of 


Senator Hubert Humphrey was a 
great friend and defender of Israel. 

From those early days, when he 
first appeared In Washington as a 
young senator from Minnesota, 
throughout his colourful political 
career which included the vice- 
presidency of the U.S., membership 
in the all-powerful Foreign Relations 
Committee and chairmanship of the 
foreign relations subcommittee on 
foreign assistance, he steadfastly 
upheld Israel's cause. 

“The nobleat of U.S. aspirations 
bear a striking kinship to the vision 
of the prophets of ancient Israel,” . 
was his motto. He believed Israel to 
be a bastion of democracy, the all- 
important ally of the free world in 
the Middle East. He was the author 
of multiple Senate resolutions to this 
effect. As an American patriot, he 
upheld U.S. Jewry's unquestioned 


|. loyalty and believed it was wholly 


conaistent with this community's 
strong ties with Israel. Ὁ 

Senator Humphrey was a volun® 
tary student’ of Judaism 'and he 
Geepened his’ kndwiedge of. israel 
with frequent ‘visits here. It was 
characteristic of his approach that 
he sought friends among ordinary 
people. He cherished such bonds and 
continued to correspond and send.” 
mementoes to his acquaintances. 
This was not a public relations 
game, but an expression of his in- 
terest in the Jewish people and in 
Israelis, whom he saw as the People 
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of the Book searching for their an- 
cient roots in a most difficult and in- 
hospitable land. In 1961 his grateful 
Minnesota community planted a 
forest in his name in the Judean 
Mountains, a symbol of this struggle. 

Senator Humphrey's honorary 
doctorates from Yeshiva University 
and the Weizmann Institute of 
Science in Rehovot were but few 
signs of the respect with which the 
grateful Jewish people met his ef- 
forts. In November 1974 he proudly 
attended opening ceremonies for the 
Ben-Gurion University school of 
medicine. 

Senator Humphrey's six-point plan 
for Middle East peace, first publish- 
ed in 1968, remain to this day a valid 
statement of policy. It calls for the 
recognition and acceptance of Israel 
by all its neighbours, agreed and 
secure borders, free navigation, and 
provides a solution for Arab

L: You know that for ten years, the Israeli governments, under the Labour 


. Party. declared, at every opportunity, ‘'We shall never leave Sharm e-Sheikh, 


“we insist on keeping the road to Sharm e-Sheikh.”’ After your initiative, we had 
Mr. Begin announcing, all that is a thing of the past. Are you not prepared to 


᾿ see in that a-meaningful step... 
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5: Not at all. is that a concession from your side? 

ἴω: No, J deliberately refrained from using the word concession. 

S: Right! It is not a concession. Maybe you don't know why this has happen- 
ed. During the October war, you remember.... 

L: You closed Bab οἱ Mandeb... : 

S: Quite right. You yourself closed Ellat before navigation because ! closed 
Bab el Mandehb, and you had Sharm e-Shelkh at that time in your hands. Well, 
it lost its importance. Well, in the essence also my initiative it is this: if 
‘everyone is going to try and find some strategical advantages against the 
other, this is complete wrong because with strategical advantages I would 
never have visited Jerusalem, I would never, 1 mean, have made my in- 
itiative, because I never deceive my people or He to them. I’m true always to 
my people. because I have always been like this, true to myzelf and to my peo- 
ple. 

L: Did Mr. Weizman's visit to you here yesterday not improve the at- 
mosphere at all? 

§: No, Ezra, Ezer Weizman really, I like him. I like him, really. But there's 
no change. No change. 

L: Do you feel that, so long as he's here, in Cairo, with the Military Com- 
mittee, you could do business with him? 

5: Weil, 1 met him yesterday for a very long time, and I gave him my ideas. 
He has also discussed lots of points with me. but what Mr. Begin has already. 1 
mean, started the previous days means that the fumdamental elements after 
my initiative is not recognized by Mr. Begin and the same attitude is the old 
one and this is really ἃ very...really unfortunate. 

L: Sir, you invited Rabbi Schindler, the representative of American Jewry, 
at this juncture, and you appreciate, I mean It’s clear that you understand how 
the Israel political system is working, and Mr, Begin has presgures from the 
Right. and the Labour Party's trying to attack him from the Right. You're 
aware of the important influence of the American Jewish community on 
policy-making in Israel, as well as elsewhere.... 

S: Right. 

L: ...How would you suggest that the American Jewish community and their 
political organs exercise their influence? 

8: 1 told Schindler yesterday that I'm happy that he returned to Israel. He 
came from Israe} direct here after he met Begin, and I told him, ‘The issue of 
security. ves. I agree to discuss the issue of security — security, whatever 
measures is necded I'm ready to provide it, but not on the expense of my 
lard.” And I told him, ‘‘Rabb! Schindler, never misunderstand us, and never 
misunderstand us in the future like have done in the past, because you are 
sitting with me here. 1 am for the full security of Israel, but not on the expense 
of my land, at all: or on any other's land." And he was really...very...I liked 
him. the man. This was the first time I saw him, but I have been following him 
in his activities in the States. He was very optimistic, and he told me this and I 
told him 1 am always optimistic but the attitude and the fundamental elements 
is not recognized by Mr. Begin, it appears. Very well. I told him not, Schindler, 
not to misunderstand us again in the United States if all what I have already 
started reaches no result because of the Israeli attitude. 

L: Is It the settlementa in Sinat or the position on the West Bank which you 
are so disappointed with? 

8: Both. Really both. Why? As I tell you, it 15 not this or that, it is, Imean, the 
new conception, the new spirit, whatever you describe it, has not taken bold 
there. It lives with me only. 

L: Sir, let me then ask you very specifically: you speak of security measures 
for Israel. You appreciate the fear in Israel about security, you've explained 
to October magazine, and we've recorded every word, how you appreciate the 
history of Jewish persecution, which led to what you call a complex about 
security, and it's probably right. How then, apart from general words, do you 
propose to tell the average Israeli man, ‘Your security is guaranteed, is 
secure for you. Rest assured."’ Tell me specificaily, what arrangements, what 


_ measures? 


S: Number One. Demilitarized zones on reciprocal basis. In Sinai I said 1 
shall take in consideration the size of Israel and the size of Sinal. 

Number two. Early warning stations. Number three...” 

L: Early warning stations on either side? 

S: Yes. On both sides. 

L: Manned by Egyptians and Israelis? 

S: I shall never put Egyptians on your territory and.... 

L: We might invite them. 

: No, I shall not agree. Because I shal] not agree to have Israelis on my 
territory I shall not put Egyptians on your territory. 

L: So we have to have a third party. 

5: Third party. That's right. This is Number two. Number three, areas of 
limited armament. 

«umber four. United Nations forces along the borders and at Sharm e- 
eikh. 

Number five. Stating in the peace agreement that Akaba Strait is an inter- 
national way, in spite of the fact that there will be also United Nations forces. I 
agree to this. I don’t refuse it. F 

L: Limitation of forces, yes....Would that involve an actua! cut-down in the 
armies. in the size of the two armies, eventually? 

5: Well. we should put this to the military experts to translate. 

Number six, A joint committee, Egyptian-Israeli, a military one, under the 
auspices of the United Nations or no...it is the same for-me...to meet, for in- 
stance, to meet er, in Egypt and in Israel, let us say in Arish and Beersheva. 
We could say regularly. 

5: Number seven. Say this. You can drop all those six points that 1 told you, 
and instead of it I would have preferred that you would have agreed upon the 
fact that our intention Is that you live secure. For that reason we shall be open- 
ing the borders, we shall be normalizing everything... 

L: Yes, that's the best security of all. 

S: I thought that this would have been understood, 

L: Yes, it is. That last point is very well understoed. May I ask you, on the 
question of security. Of course, the fear or the threat on the West Bank is not 
the threat of war, the kind of threat posed by the Egyptian Army, which is the 
biggest in the Arab world. It's a completely different dimension. It is the 
threat of ongoing guerrilla attacks in a very clustered area of population, par- 
ticularly if you had an independent Palestinian state which wasn't monitored 
by Jordan or by Egypt, or by somebody, or by Israel. What are you recommen- 
ding there to guarantee that people living down that border will not be killed at 
night? 

5: Ihave proposed that a committee of Jordanians, Palestinians, Egyptians, 
Israelis sit together and agree upon the security measures in the Western 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. Well, your representatives will be among us, with the 
Palestinians, with the Jordanians, with us, because you know...you have taken 
the Gaza sector from Egypt and the Western Bank from King Hussein, so we 
are ready to do this, sit together, find security measures, agree upon — with 
the Palestinian representatives — agree upon... 

L: Local Palestinians? 

S: I shalt never define it now because we may differ; but whenever we reach 
agreement upon the principle, I think we will not differ after that. 

L: Would you contemplate possibly some kind οὔ Israeli policing patrols, 


without their being necessarily permanently in the West Bank. Or joint. 


patrols? 

5:1 should like that you do ποῖ propose anything now, till the concerned par- 
ties convene together. 

L: Is that likely to take place soon? 

S: Well, this is my suggestion. You ask me my proposal on the Egyptian 
frontiers and this on the Western Bank. Can you, I mean can you publish this in 
your... 

L: Absolutely. 
ery good. 

Very much so. I most definitely will. 

: Tell your people what I have already told areas 4 
L: I'll tell them everything you've told me... ᾿ oo 
S: And put to them these points... Ν᾿ 
L: I will indeed. This is the kind of thing that the Israeii person has to know, 

what security are you offering him in concrete terms. Becausé you know that 

we're all... we all have to go in the army, and security is something that... 

8:1 recognized the security factor, the security complex, whatever you can 
describe it. I recognize it. 

L: Sir, I want to look ahead perhaps. If it works out, and there is a peace 
agreement, do vou see a new alignment of forces in effect arising in the Middle 
East, where you have Cairo, ‘Teheran, Tel Aviv, Riyadh, as a kind of a pro- 
Western body of power in this area? 

S: Not at all. Not at all. I shall be concentrating on the reconstruction. To- 
day. you came. Just a few minutes before you came here I was in Lake Nasser. 
This is the biggest artificial lake in the world. Its length is more than 350 
kilometres: width sometimes 10 or 20 kilometres. I was discussing with the 
authority, the minister concerned and the authority there... I gave hell to them 
because my programmes has not been achieved. We could have been now ex- 
porting millions and millions of tins of fish and so, Hke you have done with my 
Bardawil Lake. I gave them hell of a time. Well, this I shall be concentrating 
upon. I don't want politics at all, and I want to live and let live. They need lots. 
of construction in my country. 

L: Sir, if there is peace and normaiization, do you have fears or anxieties 
about the effect on the cultural uniqueness of Egypt? Do you think that this 
meeting of cultures may have a bad effect on both of them? Or on one of them? 

5: On the contrary, on the contrary. On the contrary. You know Egypt quite 


well. Before our revolution in ‘52, and for 2,000 years, Egypt was ruled by | 


foreigners. The first Egyptian after 2,000 years was Nasser, first elected presi- 

dent. Of course we had Naguib, who was appointed by the revolutionary cause, 

but the first elected president after 2,000 years, Egyptian-elected president, 

was Nasser. Before that they were all foreigners. It is a mark in our history... 
we never, I mean (very stumbling)... I'm fasting today, I'm finding great dif- 
ficulty because I am fasting today. When I am fasting I don't want my mind to 
work... 

L: Why are you fasting? It's not Ramadan. 

8: To give my mind some rest. Always, every Thursday I fast, it is 
something that makes me very happy interiorily. 

The Egyptian people has always kept their way of life during centuries and 
centuries of foreign domination. So this is a unique thing in Egypt. that Egypt 
will never be dissolved in any other personality at all. On the contrary, thoze 
who come here, they are dissolved here. Take the Turks, for instance. Four 
hundred of domination. Ali the jokes in the Egyptian family here were against 
the Turks. And then the Turks was part of. Egypt because most of our families 


have got Turkish dtood, but they are Egyptiana and they didn't turn us Turkey, - 


Turks. 

And then, can you imagine that this is the Nile, in which the mother of Moses 
put her babe in it and he reached the Pharaoh palace. This is our heritage, and 
it will continue until the end of the world. 


This is what we are proud of. Sinai, for instance, the place where God has 
spoken to Moses, and on which I intend to build something unique in the whole 
world. In the same place that God has spoken to Moses, I am preparing the 
plans to bilid a mosque. a church, 2 5; 16, Sharing the same wails, and I 
have always beenon good terms with my God, I have felt that. lam asking my 
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God that the second imext DL.) 
Bairam prayer (that I have done in el 
Aksa the las time) I shal! be doing 
there, my Bairam prayer, in the 
same place where I'm going to start 
three shrines. one Moslem, cne 
Christian, one Jewish, and sharing 
the same wails, as I told you. Let me 
hope sn. 

L: A beautiful idea. Sir, may I 
have two or three more questions? 

5: Well, make haste, beeause I'm 
hungry, I'm fasting, we’ “re now about 
the end of the day.

L: He’s not fasting. 

8: And then you have translared 
all his....(referring to his interview 
with Mansour in “October™ D.L.)

5: Unfortunately, you are not 
responding.

I give 
you an example. When I met with 
Carter, and that was in April "ΤΊ, and 
we were discussing the nature of 
peace.

S: Movement, and diplomatic 
relations and so and so, I told him, “I 
am not ready to commit suicide. I 
can't do this." This was in April. 
Well, thank God, I feet always my 
responsibility towards God and 
towards my people. Well, I thought 
that I shall be leaving behind me, es- 
pecially after the battle the Syrians 
tried to start with me, I said I shall be 
leaving my future generations for 
such auctioneering and vicious cir- 
cle that we are in, I shall be only 
leaving to them in this respect, I

She scared him 
out of his position and in-the Knesset 
she has given. him really a 
very...from what I have read about

LL: She was very nice to you then. 

S: Yes...but from what I know 
about her after I read about her, she 
likes the way of a professor and a 
teacher.

With Aulcie Perry carrying four 
personal fouls, Maccabi opened the 
second half in a zone defence and 
promptly fell behind 63-59 suffering 
many layups against Real's fast 
break. At this point Maccabi was 
seriously in trouble, but again Silver 
was scoring the important points.

Boatwright woke up to hit a long 
- jump shot. Next Perry grabbed an 
offensive rebound and put it in. The 
crowd began to sense that Maccabi 
had begun to click and amidst a con- 
tinued deafening roar Maccabi's 
players took turn filling the basket, 
trying to lengthen the lead. At the 
final whistle Maccabi was still pull- 
ing away from Madrid - had there 
been five more minutes, Maccabi 
could have gained a 20-point win. 

For the moment at least, the’ 
pressure is off Maccabi. They still 
have seven games left and the com- 
binations are too numerous to con- 
sider. The deciding factor in Mac- 
eabi’s fate will most likely be how 
Real Madrid and Mobiigirgi Varede 
fare in Yugoslavia, which took a one- 
point win from Maccabi. If both the 
Italians and Spaniards win in Split, 
Maccabi will be in trouble; if either 
one of them loge, then the point 
spreads of the games between the 
teams which are tied is the deciding 
factor. 

From one thing at least Maccabi 
fans can take heart -- with their out- 
standing second half push, Maccabi 
seems to have broken out of the 
prolonged slump which has been 
dogging them. Maccabi are the 
defending champions.

PRESIDENT SADAT'S Jatest statements as published yester- 
day in the Cairo magazine “October"’ have cast a somber 
shadow over the talks that are due to begin in Jerusalem 


tomorrow. 


Some elements of the Egyptian leader’s impatience and ac- 
tual anger at Israel's response to his peace offer were already 
apparent in his interview on Thursday in Aswan with our 
Diplomatic Correspondent, David Landau, which is published in 


full in these pages today. 


It would be reassuring to assume that Sadat's harsh 
statements are a negetiating gambit, on the eve of the 
Jerusalem talks, or that they were sharpened beyond intent in 
the magazine's editing process. But there is more reason to 
believe that they accurately portray his present mood. For in all 
his statements, Sadat has reflected an inability to understand 
Israel's desire to hold on to land and settlements when he has 
offered peace, coexistence and acceptance. 

There is here perhaps an impatience with the negotiating 
process itself. But there Is also a failure to comprehend the 
scars and anxieties that have etched themselves onto Israeli 
policy-making by 30 years of war and Arab hostility, themselves 
preceded by vears of bloodshed and tragedy. 

This very history makes it difficult for Israel also to unders- 
tand Sadat in his own terms. While there is no doubt about the 
sincerity of his peace initiative and his desire to end the cycle of 
war, Israel cannot believe that Sadat can believe that with his 
peace offer and dramatic visit to Jerusalem, the government 
would simply in return relinquish all major strategic values 


acquired in 1967. 


Underlying the rhetoric therefore lies a failure of genuine 
communication between Cairo and Jerusalem. When Prime 
Minister Begin and President Sadat agreed at Ismailiya to es- 
tablish two committees to pursue the talks, it was thought that 
these forums would provide the continuity and opportunity for 
direct communication that would prevent the kind of mis- 
understanding that has emerged. 

President Sadat himself gave expression to this hope by say- 
ing that despite the differences that exist it would now be possi- 
ble to discuss them in a “civilized way" without the ‘language 


of threats." 


Clearly the Egyptian President in his latest remarks has gone 
beyond those limits. Apparently he believes that Mr. Begin ex- 
ceeded them as well last week in his speech to the Herut Central 


Committee. 


What is needed now, however, is not bitter rhetoric or im- 
patience, but rather serious, detailed and systematic com- 
munication. The political and military committees provide this 
opportunity. Through tolerant airing of differences, agreement 
can ultimately be achieved because the will and interest exist on 


both sides. 


Let there be a moraterium. therefore, frem the kind of 


polemics produced yesterday in Cairo.

of their territory in return for the 
areas where they have established 
their settlements in Sinai. 

“They suggest that I give them a 
piece of land near Rafiah and 
another near Eilat, in return for a 
similar area in the Negev Desert," 
Sadat said. Rafiah ia on the 
Mediterranean and Eilat is on the 
Red Sea. 

“This also is rejected,"' he 
declared. 

Turning to the occupied West Bank 
of Jordan and the Gaza Strip, for 
which Israel has rejected ia- 
dependence but offered self-rule, 
Sadat said a joint committee of 
Egypt.’ Jordan and Israel] “should 
meet and discuss."" 

He was asked if Palestinians on 
such a committee should be in- 
habitants of the areas or outside 
them — a veiled reference to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
which Israel rejects. 

"When we agree on principles, we 
shall discuss this,"" Sadat replied. 

Sadat ridiculed Israel's approach 
to a comprehensive Middle East 
settlement, saying: ‘‘When you dis- 
cuss with the Jews the Middle East 
situation, they produce out of their 
pockets this puzzle called secure 
boundaries."* 

“If we tell them ‘we understand 
your problems and will accept you 
among us and give you peace and 
legality," they just nod their heads 


saying ‘We believe you ab- 
solutely’....but they ask about the 
nature of peace." - 

“They play the game of secure 
boundaries. When this is over, they 
play a new game called the nature of 


peace.” 
Sadat attacked Begin's proposals 
to create a belt of settlements 


around Israel. 

"ΔΑ belt of settlements from others’ 
lands and others‘ sovereignty for the 
sake of Israel's lands and sovereign- 
ty?" he asked. 

“It is a puzzle which we have re- 
jected and must reject now.” 

“We have an Arab proverb," 
Sadat continued, ‘which says please 
go to sleep so I can kill you. This 
Israeli proposal of course removes 
all sleep from our eyes.” 

The Egyptian leader said the stand 
of Israel's leadership was based on 
imposing on the Arabs ‘‘something 
that they will reject."’ 

Sadat spoke in the past tense of his 
stated wish to celebrate Moslem 
prayers next year in a liberated 
Sinai. 

Earlier, he had said repeatedly his 
Jerusalem visit was part of a peace 
process he had carefully calculated 
beforehand. But now Sadat sald, "A 
lot (has happened) which I did not 
expect. I know that the Jews are 
clever merchants..."" They assume 
Jack of understanding, or political 
stupidity on Egypt's part, he added. 
“This is a mistake,” he said. (UPI,

SHORTLY after Anwar Sadat left 
Israel. Prime Minister Begin was 
reported 89 saying that “we will 
have to break our heads" to come up 
with a satisfactory Israeli plan 
which could be expected to get real 
negotiations going between Egypt 
and Israel. 

The plan that emerged from 
Begin's week of head-breaking con- 
stituted an attempt to trade off real 
and sweeping concessions in princi- 
ple to Egypt over Sinai against a pur- 
posely vague grenting of self-rule to 
the Arab population of Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza, while keeping in 
abeyance the issue of formal 
sovereignty in these arcas. 

This approach was predicated on 
the asseasment (and possibly on a 
youch harder understanding reached 
in private talks between Begin and 
Sadat) that it was feasible to strive 
for a separate agreement with Egypt 
with only a perfunctory nod in the 
direction of Jordan and the Palesti- 
nian Arabs in the territories. 

If this assessment [5 correct, there 
is every reason to believe that the 
balance struck between real con- 
eessions and a vague formule, given 
the ideological prociivities of the 
prime minister and of the major 
eomponents of his government, may 
well serve as the basis for fruitful 
negotiations. 


THERE ARE contrary indications, 
however, that the assessment on 
which Israel's plan is based is far 
from correct. Publicly, Sadat has 
lost no opportunity to stress his 
determination to wrest every inch of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza from 
Israel's hands and to establish a 


Israel's attempt to balance real con-

Palestinian entity there, while leav- 
ing the question of its inks with Jor- 
dan up to the local inhabitants. 

To those not privy to Sadat's 
private conversations with Begin, it 
is of course impossible to say 
whether the Egyptian president has 
another less publicized .but more 
flexible position on this issue. But 
even if he does, there are sufficient 
signs that the Americans and the 
moderate Arabs. whom the 
Americans are trying to rope into 
Sadat's camp, will not go along with 
a perfunctory granting of local self- 
rule to the Palestinian Araba in the 
territories. 

There is every indication that the 
Americans see their primary role in 
the talks as that of talloring any 
agreement between Egypt and 
Israel so that it is accepted by these 
other Arab elements, and thus 
preventing Sadat's isolation in the 
Arab world. 

It is at this point that the fears of 
Begin's in-house opposition — about 
the possibility that apparently in- 
nocuous self-rule will inexorably 
turn into radical-led Palestinian in- 
dependence — cannot be written off 
as mere shadows on the wall. 

FOR ALL OF Begin's and Dayan’s 
blunt assurances that the Israel 
Army will seotch any such 
developments, the key seems to ile in 


the hands of the U.S. And for all of ᾿ 


Carter's contradictory statements, 
seeking to reassure first Begin. and 


then Sadat, the impression ia that the 
U.S. is committed at least to bring- 
ing Hussein Into any agreement, 
before it is made final. 

It will be possible to gauge whether 
this is the real U.S. position, and how 
determined the Americans are to br- 
ing it to fruition, within the first days 
of the negotiations in the political 
coramittee which Secretary of State 
Vance will be attending. 

If this indeed proves to be the 
American policy, in the confines of 
the committee as well as for public 
consumption, there is much to be 
said for Israel's reassessing the 
West Bank part of her peace plan in 
terms of returning to the concepts on 
which the Allon Plan was based. 

For Israe| the rock bottom of any 
concessions on the West Bank has 
always been the retention of the 
Israel Army along the Jordan River 
and of early warning stations on the 
eastern slopes behind the river. This 
was more or less the approach 
developed by the last Alignment 
government. 

However. Begin and the majority 
of his government are committed to 
a much more ideological approach 
on the question of Israeli sovereignty 
over the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. Thus the adamant opposition 
to anything that reeks of a further 
partition of the area of former 
Palestine west of the Jordan. and the 
toying with plans to consolidate 
Israeli claims over this territory by

Sir, — I have read with great in- 
terest the letters you published 
recently concerning volunteers in 
kibbutzim. For the past six years, I 
have been the housemother of the 
volunteers at Mishmar Ha'emek, 
and during this time, about 500 
young people have passed through 
the kibbutz, staying here anywhere 


from one month to one year. The. 


majority have enjoyed their stay and 
the contact between them and the 
kibbutz is maintained by constant 
correspondence and return visits. 

Most kibbutzim face the same 
problems with they vohmteers and 
many of the complaints voiced in the 
letters you published are very real. 
However, there are two sides to 
every story. Unfortunately, a great 
deal of misinformation {ts given to 
the volunteers in their country of 
origin and most of them are under 
the impression that their time in a 
kibbutz will be spent picking fruit 
and dancing the hora around a bon- 
fire a couple of times a week. 

The fact is that, nowadays, the 
majority of kibbutzim have gone in 
for some form of industry and many 
of the volunteers are employed in the 
factory — a branch of the kibbutz the 
existence of which most volunteers 
are unaware of. If they would only 
take the time to check what percen- 
tage of kibbutz members actually 
work in the glorious Israe! sunshine, 


they would realize that a far higher 
percentage of their number get to do 
this than the local yokels. And most 
of the female members of the kib- 
butz work either in the children's 
houses, the kitchen, the dining-hall 
or the laundry. 

Mark Tracy's comment that 
“these young foreigners are doing 
all the worst jobs" is absolutely un- 
true. Moat work in kibbutzim is 
repetitive and does not require great 
intellectual powers, and for every 


- volunteer who does a boring job, 


there are at least two or three kib- 


. butzniks who are doing exactly the 


game work. 

We in Mishmar Ha‘emek are very 
grateful for the work done by our 
temporary work force, as are all the 
kibbutzlm, and we try our best to 
make them feel at home. Unfor- 
tunately, with such a large turnover 
of young people from abroad — both 
volunteers and ulpan students — it is 
practically impossible to fully ab- 
sorb them into the kibbutz in a 
satisfactory manner, especially in 
view of the language and time 
problems. 

As an ex-volunteer and ulpan stu- 
dent, I fully realize all the problems 
Involved. But, in view of the fact that 
some 30 ‘Anglo-Saxons have 
become members of this kibbutz 
during the past eight years, the 
situation can really not be that .

A 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said 
later that they had had no informa- 
tion about any change of plans, The 
leader of the Egyptian delegation 
similarly said he knew nothing about 
Atarot. There seem to have been 
some crossed wires somewhere. 

It is intriguing to speculate why 
the Egyptians should have wanted to 
come to Atarot when so many other 
nations have been afraid of giving of- 
ficial recognition to Jerusalem's air- 
port. And once the request had been 
made, wouldn't it have been a good 
idea ta accede to it — even if it had 
meant rushing the reception com- 


mittee up the again?
